On  the  recommendation  of  the  Snb<!ommittee  it  waa 
decided  to  procure  the  Banner  of  St.  Andrew  in  Mon« 
treal,  and  immediately^  on  this  becoming  known,  the 
Ladies  connected  with  Membere  kindly  offered  to  pro. 
cure  one  and  present  it  to  the  Society.  An  application 
from  the  German  Association  to  accompany  them  to 
Church  on  their  Anni?ersary,  the  3rd  August,  was 
agreed  to,  and  the  German,  St.  George's,  St.  Patrick's, 
and  St.  Andrew's  Societies,  marched  in  procession  to  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

At  the  Qarterly  Meeting  in  August,  the  Rev*  Mr. 
Esson  proposed  various  amendments  to  the  constitution, 
to  the  effect  thnt  the  Standing  Committee  should  be 
erected  into  a  charitable  board,  independent  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Management,  but  reporting  their  proceedings 
to  them  ;  to  open  an  office  and  appoint  an  Agent  for  the 
purpoee  of  giving  advice  and  assistance  to  emIgrantSv  and 
keeping  a  register  of  all  nativee  of  Scotland  seeking  situa- 
tions, and  also  of  lands  offered  for  sale,  &c.,  d&c. ;  these 
amendments  were  laid  on  the  table  to  be  considered  at 
the  Annual  Meeting  in  November,  as  provided  by  the 
constitution.

Committeee  were 
appointed  on  the  part  of  all  the  Societiei  to  take  the  eub- 
jeot  into  consideration,  bat  they  decided  against  any 
change ;  at  this  time,  proposals  were  also  made  to  build 
a  Union  Club-house  under  the  auspices  of  the  National 
Associations,  and  Sub-Committees  were  appointed  to 
ooneider  the  propriety  of  doing  so^theee  Committeee 
went  BO  far  aa  to  haTc  plans  and  estimates  drawn  out, 
but  U  was  finally  decided  to  be  inexpedient  to  attempt 
euch  an  enterpriee  at  the  time. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  in  November  was  very  numer- 
ously attended,  there  being  about  120  Members  present. 

The  Committee  of  Management  presented  a  Report 
by  which  it  appeared  that  384  persons  had  subscribed 
the  constitution,  but  109  of  them  had  not  paid  their  fees; 
the  actoal  number  therefore  of  Membdre  at  that  time 
waa  375.

The  Report  stated  that  the  Flags,  Banners.  &c.,  or- 
dered from  Edinburgh  had  not  arrived,  and  as  it  was  now 
too  late  to  receive  them  by  way  of  the  river,  they  were 
expected  via  New  York. 

The  diplomas  which  were  drawn  by  Mr.  Duncan  of 
thia  city,  and  engravad  by  Smillie  of  New  York,  had  been 
received  and  were  approved  of* 
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A  letter  to  the  Pirandent  firom  the  Right  Hon.  George^ 
Earl  of  Dalhoutio,  formerly  GtoTernor^kneral  of  Canada, 
waa  ready  atatiog  the  pleasure  with  which  he  had  beard  of 
the  formation  of  the  Societj  ;  that  he  woald  gladly  aieiit 
in  proeuring  the  flags  and  other  decorations  in  Edin* 
burgh,  and  requesting  that  his  name  migbt  be  enrolled 
as  a  Member.   This  proposal  was  recei?ed  with  the  moet 
animated  cheers,  and  the  noble  Enrl  was  at  once  elected 
an  Honorary  Member  by  acclamation.  The  amendment* 
to  the  constitution  proposed  at  last  Qaarterly  Meeting 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Esson  were  then  brought  forward,  and 
in  consequence  of  hie  absence,  negatived  without  discoe^ 
sion.    A  proposal  was  made  tosubstiiute  a  Soiree  for  tb« 
dinner  prescribed  .n  tbe  Constitution,  but  it  met  with  no 
support,  and  it  was  resolved  that  on  the  30th  November 
the  Society  would  walk  in  procession  to  Church,  and  In 
the  evening,  such  of  the  Members  as  were  disposed  would 

dine  together  at  Rasco's  Hotel.    The  election  of  Office- 
fiearers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  then  proceeded  with. 

At  the  Anniversary  Meeting  on  the  morning  of  the 
30th  November,  the  Earl  of  SelkirlL  was  at  his  own  re- 
quest proposed  and  elected  a  life  Member,  immediately 
after  which  two  gentlemen  deputed  from  the  ladiee,  many 
of  whom  were  in  the  room,  presented  to  the  Society  a 
very  splendid  silken  banner  of  St.  Andrew,  accompanied 
with  the  following  letter :-~ 

••  To  the  t*resident  of  St.  Andrew's  Society— 

*'Sir,  I  have  the  pleasure  of  intimating  to  you  that  the 
Ladies  resident  in  Montreal,  Scotch  by  birth,  and  other" 
descended  from  and  connected  with  Scotchmen,  have  ob- 
served with  sincere  satiafactiun  the  formation  of  a  St. 
Andrew's  Society  in  this  city,  for  the  purpose  of  adminis- 
tering relief  to  such  of  the  natives  of  Scotland  and  others 
claiming  kindred  therewith,  as  may  have  fallen  intopo* 
▼erty  and  distress. 
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•'To  mttiifotl  in  lonM metfare  tht  deep  inlMrwt  tli^f 
triM  in  the  welfare  and  reipeotability  of  the  Society^  they 
have  been  aome  time  paat  preparlnf  a  banner  emblematlo 
of  the  Faith  and  Fame  of  that  ancient  and  gallant  na- 
tion, the  Anniveraary  of  whose  Patron  Saint  you  are  thia 
day  met  to  celebrate,  and  they  request  that  yoor  Society 
will  accept  the  tame  aa  a  testimony  of  that  high  estima- 
tion in  which  they  hold  the  object  for  which  it  was  con- 
stituted, and  as  a  mark  of  that  affection,  and  respect  they 
feel  for  eyerything  relating  to  a  people  so  renowned  and 
moral. 

**  The  ladies  who  haye  contriboted  to  the  presentation 
of  this  banner,  earnestly  pray  that  he  who  commanded  os 
all  '*to  feed  the  hungry  and  to  clothe  the  naked,"  may 
prosper  your  endeayours  and  preeerye  you  oyer  in  peace 
and  unity.

To  whMh  the  Hon.  Peter  M*Gill,  President  of  the  So- 
ciety, returned  thanks  in  the  following  words  :— 

**  GiNTLBMBN, 

**  It  Is  well  known  to  all  the  world,  that  the  ladies  of 
Scotland  have  eyer  been  ^  ready,  aye  ready**  to  farther 
the  cause  of  charity,  and  to  contribute  to  eyerything  hay- 
ing a  tendency  to  increase  the  honor  and  respectability  of 
their  country  and  countrymen. 

*^  It  is  therefore  with  faeattfelt  pride  and  satisfaction, 
that  the  St.  Andrew's  Society  of  this  city,  haye  obseryed 
the  same  patriotic  spirit  animating  **  the  ladies,  natiyes  of 
Scotland,  p.nd  those  descended  from  or  connected  with 
Scotchmen  resident  in  Montreal,**^a  splendid  proof  of 
which,  you,  gentlemen,  as  their  deputies  and  standard 
bearera  haye  just  presented  to  us. 

*<  In  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  I  accept 
this  banner,  eiqnisite  and  costly  aliko  in  its  material  and 
workmanship,  and  doubly  yahtable  at  the  present  mo. 
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ment,  m  we  ht? •  bMD  dinppouiUd  bj  the  non>«rnYftl  of 
▼arioui  nationftl  flags.  Mid  other  iniigiiift  of  oar  Father* 
land.  If  hioh  we  hafe  ordered  tnm  Edinburgh. 

*'  1  beg  yon  will  oonToy  to  the  Udiee,  whose  depotiee 
yon  have  the  honour  to  be,  ihe  sineere  andgrftteful^thanke 
of  this  Sooiety,  for  so  magnifioent  a  mark  of  their  con*  • 
sldera(ion«  which  is  worthy  alike  of  themsel? es  and  of  as 
— and  that  you  will  assure  them  that  nest  after  oar  faith 
and  our  eonntry,  they  shall  ever  have  a  place  in  our 
hearts  and  affections.*' 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  interesting  ceremony,  the 
Society  accompanied  by  the  other  National  Associations, 
walked  in  procession  to  St.  Gabrisl  Street  Chnrch,  where 
a  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Esson ;  the  col- 
lection amounted  to  the  large  sum  of  J635. 

In  the  evening,  about  150  members  and  guests^  dined 
together  in  Rasoo's  Hotel. 

Daring  the  month  of  December,  the  package  contahi- 
ing  the  Flags,  &c.,  ordered  horn  Edinburgh,  arrived  at 
New  York,  not  having  been  got  ready  in  time  to  come 
oot  by  way  of  the  St.  Lawrence.  It  was  consigned  to  a 
Mr.  M*Leod,  who,  however,  declined  taking  charge  of  it, 
and  it  was  consequently  deposited  in  the  Custom  House 
Stores.  This  proved  a  moet  fortunate  circumstance,  for 
a  few  days  afterwards,  the  memorable  fire  broke  out, 
which  destroyed  an  immense  number  of  buildings,  and 
amongst  others,  Mr.  M*Leod*B  stores,  from  which  scarcely 
any  property  was  saved.  An  application  was  made  by 
the  Secretary  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
explaining  the  cause  of  our  Flags  and  Banners  having 
been  sent  by  way  of  New  York,  and  praying  that  as 
they  were  not  for  sale,  nor  intended  to  be  used  in  any 
part  of  the  United  States,  we  might  be  allowed  to  take 
them  into  Canada  withont  paymg  any  duty.  This  re. 
quest  was  at  once,  and  In  the  handsomest  manner  eom* 
plied  with*    A  simihur  petition  was  preferred  to  the  Earl 
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4)r  Gotford,  then  GoTemor  General  of  Caaedai  with  the 
tddition  that  the  inititation  waa  adelj  a  eharitable  one» 
and  that  if  the  heaTj  daty  of  tl!  if  per  eent.  waa  ei* 
aoted,  it  wonid  in  faot  be  taken  from  the  poor,  aa  it 
would  dimlniih  the  fanda  to  that  eitent.  Hb  Lordihip 
refnied,  however,  to  oomply  with  the  prayer  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  the  fall  doty  wai  exacted. 

The  fermon  preaohed  hy  the  Re?.  Mr*  Eeeon  on  the 
Annivenary  FeatiTal,  waa  printed  at  the  reqneet  of  the 
Memben. 

At  the  Qaarterly  Meetinf;  in  Febniary»  1886,  a  letter 
firom  Mr.  George  Robertion  of  the  Regiater  Hooee,  Edin- 
borghy  wai  read,  tranimitting  the  invoioe  of  the  Flagi, 
&e.,  and  detailing  hii  ezertiona  in  procuring  them. 

Thanks  were  onaniraouily  voted  to  Mr.  Robertion  for 
his  kind  and  gratuitous  seryices,  and  he  was  elected  an 
Honorary  Member  by  acclamation* 

The  Rer.  Mr.  Esson  again  brought  forward  and  urged 
the  adoption  of  his  proposed  amendments  to  the  Conati* 
tution,  particularly  the  establishment  of  a  Register  Office 
for  servants.  A  long  and  animated  discussion  was  raited 
by  this  proposal,  and  it  was  finally  agreed  to  authorise 
the  Standing  Committee  to  make  the  experiment  of  an 
Office  of  the  description  alluded  to. 

By  invitation  from  the  St.  Patrick's  Society,  thia  and 
the  other  National  Asaociations  accompanied  it  in  pro* 
cession  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Cathedral  on  the  17tb 
March,— St  Patrick's  day. 

At  the  Quarterly  Meeting  in  May,  the  Standing  Com* 
mittee  reported  that  they  hkd  established  a  Regietry 
Office  in  accordance  with  their  instructioni.  The  appli* 
cations  for  servants  had  been  exceedingly  nnmerousy 
amounting  to  above  ^W9  hundred,  but  only  two  servanta 
had  applied  for  placea,  and  it  appeared  on  enquiry  that 
veiy  few  Scotch  persona  would  become  servanta,  and  the 
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iimited  AnmtMr  who  did,  had  no  diffiooltj  in  obUinlnf 
plaeea.  Ai  the  eipenie  of  the  Office  woald  be  eboot 
j650  per  annum,  the  Committee  did  not  reoommend  the 
continuance  of  it,  and  the  Meeting  concurring  in  opinion 
with  the  Committee,  the  office  wae  diacontinoed. 

An  application  from  the  pereona  who  had  hitherto  aoted 
aa  pipera  at  the  proceationa  and  dinnera,  to  be  appointed 
**  Pipera  to  the  Society,*'  waa  agreed  to. 

At  thia  meeting  the  namea  of  79  of  the  .original  Sub* 
acribera  of  the  Conatitution  were  atruclL  off  the  roll  for 
non-payment  of  their  feea. 

The  Secretary,  Aasietant  Secretary,  and  Treaaurer. 
having  procured  at  their  own  coet,  and  from  a  deaign  of 
their  own,  collara  of  green  velvet  embroidered  with  ail- 
ver  thiatlea,  propoaed  that  the  other  Office-bearera  ahould 
procure  aimilar  onea,  but  the  meeting  decided  that  theae 
were  too  ezpenaive,  having  coat  JC6  lOa.  each,  and  it  waa 
finally  agreed  to  procure  them  with  only  one  thiatle,  and 
that  the  ezpenae  ahould  be  borne  by  the  Society ,-*the 
price  waa  limited  to  £2  lOa.  each. 

At  the  Auguat  Quarterly  Meeting,  the  Preaident  an- 
nounced the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Right  Hon.  the 
Eail  of  Dalhousie,  ezpreaiing  the  gratification  he  felt  at 
being  elected  an  Honorary  Member  ot  the  Society,  and 
preaenting  to  its  funda  the  princely  donation  of  onb  hun- 
DaED  POUNDS  aterling,  requesting  that  it  might  aid  in  the. 
relief  of  such  of  our  fellow  countrymen  as  might  arrive  on 
our  ahorea  in  distress,  from  whatever  cause.  A  vote  of 
thanks  waa  paaaed  by  acclamation  to  the  Noble  Eatl  for  hia 
great  liberality,  and  the  President  was  requested  to  ezpresa 
the  high  feelinga  of  gratitude,  admiration  and  eateem  the 
Society  entertained  for  his  kindness. 

Mr.  Edinonstone,  the  Secretary,  preaented  in  the  name 
of  hia  brother,  Archibald  Edmonatone,  Esq.,  of  Stirling* 
two  very  handaome  snuff-mulla,  one  a  aheep'a  head  with 
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homi  eomplttoi  mounted  in  iil?«r,  with  a  boi  for  tht 
•Doff  in  tht  centra  of  the  forebeed— the  other  t  single 
bom,  tlao  monnted  In  lil? er,  both  had  itiitable  inierfptiona 
and  wtra  accompanied  with  all  the  utaal  aparatot.  A  ?ote 
ofthanka  waa  paved  to  Mr.  Edmonitone  for  hli  very 
bandaome  preaent,  and  he  waa  by  acclamation  elected  an 
Honorary  Memberi  and  the  Secretary  wai  requeited  to 
aommunieate  to  him  the  Soeiety*a  gratitude  for  this  iu- 
atance  of  hia  generoaity. 

A  Sub.Committee  waa  appointed  to  alanine  the  Flaga, 
Bannera  and  Traneparenciee,  reeeifed  from  Cdinbargb« 
and  from  their  report  it  appeared  that  tome  of  them  bad 
received  damage  on  the  f  oyage  out,  and  aleo  that  the 
deaigne  of  the  Bannera  of  '*  Caledonia,**  and  **  an  ancient 
Caledonia,^*  were  not  euch  aa  they  approved  of— it  waa 
therefore  agreed  to  have  thoee  repaired  which  had  received 
damage,  and  that  in  place  of  the  two  bannera  which  were 
diaapproved  of,  one  new  banner  of  Caledonia  be  proeared 
to  matoh  with  the  banner  of  St.  Androw  preaented  by  the 
ladiea.   A  dieooieion  aroae  aa  to  the  fond  from  which  thia 
new  banner  ihoold  be  paid.    Mr.  E*dmonatone  olijectod  to 
the  Ainda  of  the  Inetitution  being  diverted  from  their  origi- 
nal pnrpoae,  which  waa  charity  alone,  and  propoeed  that  a 
aubacription  be  raised  to  defray  the  ezpenae  of  thia  ban- 
ner, and  to  indemnify  ai  far  aa  poeiible  the  amount  taken 
to  pay  for  the  Flags  and  Bannera  received  from  E!dinburgh« 
This  motion  waa  carried,  and  collectora  appointed  with 
ordera  to  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

At  the  November  Quarterly  Meeting  the  report  of  the 
Committee  of  Management,  stated  the  amount  dispensed 
in  charity  during  the  past  year  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, to  have  been  X89  18s  9d,  in  addition  to  which 
there  waa  expended  by  vote  of  the  Society  J65,  making 
£94  iSa  9d.  The  Treaaorer'a  aooount  ahowed  a  balance

The  Annivenarj  waeoelebrated  aa  neual  on  the  30tli 
Nofember,  the  Society  accompanied  by  the  other  Na- 
tional AMociationi  walked  in  prooeecion  to  St-  Andrew'a 
Church,  where  an  appropriate  lermon  wu  preached  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Matbieaon. 

In  the  evening,  about  130  of  the  Membera  and  their 
gneati  dined  together  in  Raaco*s  HoteL 

The  sermon  preached  by  Dr.  Mathleaon,  was  printed 
at  the  request  of  the  Members. 

The  usual  Quarterly  Meeting  was  called  in  February, 
1837,  but  enough  of  Members  did  not  asaemble  to  form  a 
quorum. 

In  the  month  of  March,  1837,  a  report  appeared  in 
the  newspapers  received  from  Britain,  and  was  copied 
into  those  of  this  country,  announcing  the  death  of  the 
Earl  of  Dalhousie.  A  meeting  of  the  office-bearers  waa 
immediately  summoned,  and  notice  issued  to  the  mem* 
bers  generally  requesting  them  to  go  into  mourning  for 
thirty  days.  On  the  17th  March,  while  the  Society  in 
deep  mourning  was  accompanjiog  the  St.  Patrick's  As. 
sociation  to  Church  in  celebration  of  ita  Anniversary,  in. 
telligence  came  to  town  by  a  later  arrival  from  Britain 
that  the  report  was  untrue,  the  Noble  Earl  being  in  (he 
enjoyment  of  his  usual  health. 
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On  Moiidty,  ih^  Uih  April,  Iht  floeitty  by  iBfttation 
■eoomfMnied  ih«  8t.  Otor^'i  Attoetttlon  in  tbtir  pro* 
6€«ion  to  and  from  Ohriit  Chnreh,  being  the  dty  of  their 
tonual  fettivtl. 

Tbf  Quarterly  Meeting  in  May  wae  doly  eammoned, 
bat  a  quorum  of  Memben  did  not  attendt 

The  Anniversary  Festi? a!  of  the  German  Society  wae 
duly  eelebrated  on  the  3d  August  by  a  pruceseion  to 
Church  of  the  four  National  AMooiations.

The  Tressurer*e  accounts  exhibited  a  balance  in  favor 
of  the  Suoiety,  amounting  to  X436    9    6  ;  and  the  num- 
ber of  Ordinary  Membereon  the  roll  appeared  to  be  914. 
The  Meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Office- 
Bearers  for  the  following  year. 

On  the  6th  November,  1637,  the  finit  act  of  the  reM. 
lion  which  had  long  been  threatened,  tools  place  by . « 
oollision  between  some  of  the  **  FiU  de  la  Liberte,"  and 
the  British  reeidents  of  Montreal.  Tbie  wae  followed 
immediately  by  a  very  general  rising  throughout  the 
Districti  and  the  Government  at  once  found  it  neceesiry 
to  call  on  (he  loyal  population  for  assistance  to  maintain 
possession  of  the  country.  The  membere  of  the  St.  An- 
drew's Society  being  all  loyaliete  were  immediately  pot 
under  arms,  and  performed  military  duty.  Barricadee 
were  erected  at  the  different  outlets  of  the  city,  and  the 
utmoet  vigilance  exercised  to  prevent  internal  surprise, 
which  at  the  time  was  as  much  to  be  dreaded  as  dange' 
from  without.    Undor  theae  eiroumetanoea  it  became  a 
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OMtlai  ol  qotHion  wlitCktr  tiM  omlMBtiy  MtaMf  of  §•!•- 
totliof  thf  AnniTinaij  thoald  bt  obttnrtd.    Tht  wiMl 
dliDf fy  and  otW  ConniUMi  wtra  bow*? tr  tppoinUd, 
and  all  tba  nooeMtry  amnf  onenti  entered  inlo»  when  n 
letter  wae  reeeived  from  the  Megietreteey  reqaening  that 
in  the  diatorbed  poeitbn  of  the  coontrj  and  the  eieited 
•tate  of  the  poblio  mind,  ihe  Sooietjr  would  abetain  from 
ita  QBoal  prooeeiion*    To  thie  an  anewer  wae  returaedt 
etatittf ,  that  althoogh  etrictly  a  ebaritable  and  reUgkrae 
bodjt  yet  feeling  the  importanee  at  that  partiealar  time 
of  jieldinf  a  willing  obedienoe  to  a  reqoeat  from  theeifil 
anthoritiee  lo  ooorteooaly  expreeeed.  the  Society  wonld 
for  thai  year  forego  ita  proeetfion.    At  a  enbeeqnent 
meeting  of  the  Offiee-Bearere,  it  wae  deeided,  that  at  the 
regnlai  troope  were  all  withdrawn  from  the  oity,  and  moat 
pari  of  the  If  embera  ooeupied  in  the  Tarioae  goarda  whieh 
wonld  proTflnt  them  from  attending^  it  would  be  better 
to  ibrego  the  poblio  dinner  aleo.    About  thirty  of  the 
Mcmbera,  howerer,  made  arrangemente  for  a  copper  at 
Orr'i  Hoteti  whieh  wae  enjoyed  the  more  from  the  peon* 
liarity  of  the  dreumetanoee  imder  which  it  wae  held,  and 
from  the  faot,  that  on  that  day  Colonel  Wether^ll  and 
Hn  Royal  Regiment  returned  into  town  from  8t«  Charlee, 
bringing  with  them  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  prieonere. 

The  Quarterly  Meeting  in  February,  1838,  wae  duly 
held,  and  the  neeeiiery  routine  buaineei  trantaoted. 

On  the  17th  March,  certain  intelligence  of  the  deceaao 
of  the  Earl  of  Dalhoueie  wae  recei? ed,  and  the  Society 
went  into  mourning  for  thirty  daye,  aa  a  mark  of  reepcot 
to  hie  memory* 

The  uiual  Quarterly  Meeting  wae  iinmmoned  for  the 
10th  May,  but  a  lofficicnt  number  of  Membere  to  eon- 
etitute  a  quorum  did  not  aieemblc.

On  the  30th  Mofcmber,  the  Society  walked  in  procee- 
aion  to  St.  Andrew*a  Churchy  and  heard  an  excellent  aer- 
mon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mathleion.  In  the  even- 
ingi  about  ninety  Memben  and  gueita  dined  together 
in  Raeeo'e  Hotel. 

The  uiual  Quarterly  Meetingi  in  February,  May,  and 
Aoguit,  1841,  were  summoned,  but  there  were  not  euffi- 
oient  Members  present  at  any  of  them  to  form  a  quorum, 

A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Offioe-Bearers  was  sum* 
moned  on  the  30th  September,  1641,  to  take  mto  con* 
sideration  an  application  made  by  Mr«  Morris,  President 
of  the  Emigration  AsiociatioB  of  the  District  of  St. 
Francis,  ibr  some  pecuniary  aid  to  a  body  of  389  desti- 
tute Emigrants  who  bad  recently  arrived  from  the  leland 
of  Lewii^  (ScotiandO  and  wiio  were  then  supported 
chiefly  by  the  contributionB  of  the  charitable  inhabitants 
of  the  town  of  Sherbrooke  and  its  neighborhood.  Mr. 
Morris'  letter  intimated  that  without  ether  assistance  was 
received,  it  would  be  impossible  for  these  Emigmnts  to 
outlive  the  winter,  as  they  were  in  a  etate  of  ^.tter  des- 
titution, and  the  inbabitaBts  of  the  township  eould  net 
support  so  large  a  number  of  persons  from  their  own  un« 


aided  iwoniMt.  The  meetinf  decided  tlitt  the  Coneti- 
tmionof  the  Society  piohihited  them  from  epplyingite 
fbndf  to  ioeh  an  ohject  ae  the  pietent— it  did  not  appear 
to  aothoriie  the  grantin|f  of  relief  from  ite  fonde  except 
to  caeee  of  deetitation  in  the  eity  |  hot  ae  this  caM  ap- 
peired  of  an  urgent  nature,  and  one  partieularly  calling 
for  adei'jtance,  Menri.  Hew  Ramsay  and  Neil  M'Intoah 
were  appointed  to  collect  aubicriptiona  on  behalf  of  the 
emigrant!.  Thia  Committee  acquitted  iiaelf  with  great 
diligence  and  auccesa,  having  collected  the  large  amount 
of  je334  14a.  6d,,  the  whole  of  whieh  waa,  at  diflfbrent 
timee,  remitted  to  Mr.  Morria,  and  expended  by  him  in 
their  aopport.  Lettera  were  iceoired  ttom  Mr,  Morria, 
expreaaing  the  gratitude  of  the  emigranta  for  thie  large 
and  timely  aid  which  waa  principally  the  meana  of  keep- 
ing them  from  atanration.  The  whole  of  theee  Smigraiil^ 
are  now  in  eaay  eircumataneea.

The  Quarterly  Meetinge  in  Febraary  and  May,  1843, 
were  duly  aummoned,  but  enough  of  Membera  to  eonati- 
tute  a  quorum  wae  not  obtained. 

A  Special  General  Meeting  wae  called  on  the  16th 
May,  to  ooniider  an  invitation  from  hii  Worahip  the 
Mayor  of  the  city,  for  thia  Society  to  form  part  of  a  pro- 
ceiaion  which  waa  organiaing  to  receive  Hia  Excellency 
SirCharlea  Bagot,  the  Governor  General,  on  his  arrival  in 
town  from  Kingeton.  Much  disinclination  was  expressed 
by  many  of  the  Members,  that  the  Society  should  join  or 
form  part  of  any  political  procession  whatever,  but  as  it 
was  stated  that  all  the  other  charitable  Associations  had 
agreed  to  the  proposal,  it  would  have  appeared  Invidioua 

•in  this  Society  to  refuse.  The  proposal  was  therefore 
concurred  in,  and  the  procession  took  place  on  the  21st 
May. 

On  the  8th  of  July,  1842,  a  very  melancholy  accident 
occcurred  on  Lake  St.  Louia.  A  small  -high  pressure 
steamer  called  the  Shamrock,  burst  her  boiler  shortly  after 
leaving  Lachine.  The  force  of  the  steam  blew  the  bow 
completely  rut  of  the  boat,  and  she  almost  immediately 
sank.  About  sixty  passengers  (chiefly  emigrants)  were 
drowned,  and  the  survivors  lost  all  their  property. 
Amongst  the  latter  were  some  Scotch  emigrants,  on  whose 
Account  an  appeal  waa  made  to  the  St.  Andre w*a  Society*

The  diitiei  ipeeffied  in  the  foregoing  Artiole  ihall.  In 
the  abeenot  of  the  Preeident,  deyolfe  on  the  fint  Vice« 
Preiident,  and,  in  the  abeenoe  of  both,  on  the  eeeocd 
Vioe-Pretident,  only  that  in  regard  to  iigning  orderi  on 
the  Treaearer,  each  ehall  hate  equal  powere  with  the 
President. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  the  Duty  of  the  Managen* 

Tht  Managere  shall  oonstitute  a  Board  for  dispensing 
the  Society's  bonnty,  agreeably  to  tht  regulations  and 
reetriotions  prescribed  in  this  Constitution,  or  by  the 
Laws  and  Resolres  of  the  Society ;  and  for  this  purpose 
they  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month,  and  three  shall  be 
necessary  to  form  a  qnorum.  At  their  meetings  only, 
they  shall  decide  on  the  application  of  claimants;  and  if 
a  majority  of  those  present  consent  to  grant  relief,  they 
shall  recommend  them  to  the  President  and  VicePresi. 
dents,  either  of  whom  is  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Trea- 
surer for  the  sum  specified  in  the  recommendation  of  the 
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Maaaf trf.  Pro? idtd  that  bo  noft  Umb  Iwt nty  dollara 
be  fi?«ii  to  any  om  btad  of  «  ftimllj  in  ooo  yotr,  imliM 
U  bo  olhtrwiM  douminod  ol  o  mootiof  of  Iho  Sooiolj ; 
OAd  provided  oIm  that  tho  whole  iiibi  Ikot  diffeiiotd  bf 
Um  Manof era  and  by  ihe  Sooietj  in  one  year  doee  noi 
oioeed  Ihe  revenne  of  the  Sooiety  for  that  year,  onleee  U 
bo  done  agreeably  to  the  mode  epeciAod  In  tho  eifhteenth 
Artieltv  And  none  ehall  bo  objeoto  of  tho  Society'o 
bounty  bnt  foeh  lUeidont  Menbere  thereof  ao  may  bo. 
oome  indifont,  and  poor  natlvee  of  Sootlandf  and  ohiU 
dren  and  grand-ohildren  of  nativee  of  Seotland,  or  of 
IMdent  Membera  of  the  Sooiety,  unle«  it  ihall  bo  other- 
wiee  deterinioed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Sooiety,  Tho  Ma^ 
nageri  ehall  likOwiee  reoommend  to  tho  attention  of  tho 
Chaplaina  and  Phytioianf  moh  periono  aa  ihoy  loppooo 
might  be  benefitted  by  their  amietanoo.  At  all  meotmga 
of  tho  Sooiety  they  ihall,  nndor  tho  direotioo  of  tho  pro- 
eiding  Officer,  preterro  order  and  deoorom,  regnlato  tho 
oeiomonialt  and  attend  to  tho  ooliootiun  and  paynoni  of 
thooBpemoe. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

0/  ike  duty  9j  the  CkapUiiu. 

It  ihall  bo  the  duty  of  tho  Chaplaina  to  perform  tho 
religiooa  dutiee  oaitomary  at  tho  meetingiof  tiie  Society  • 
by  their  counael  and  advice  to  promote  h:;imony  and 
good  will  among  the  Memben,  and  to  Tiiit  aneh  liek  and 
diitrened  penoni  ai  may  be  rooommended  to  their  atten- 
tion by  tho  Board  of  Managera. 

ARTICLE  XII.

Iz  thall  bo  tho  doty  of  tho  Phyeioiana  to  gifo  their  ad. 
▼loo  and  aniataneo  to  eneh  elok  or  mnimed  ptraone  ai

ARTICLE  XIII.

Utr  eeeouQti  of  hie  reeeiple  end  expenditarei,  in  i  liteble 
booke  profided  Ibr  that  porpoae.    He  ihall  at  eaeh  Quar. 
tevly  Maeting  pfeaant  an  abetraot  of  hia  aeootmta,  atatinf 
the  aiiin  reeeiYed  and  expended  einoe  the  pfetiooa  meat* 
in|,  and  Ukewiae  the  whole  amonnt  reoeived  and  expend* 
ed  aiiioe  the  preriona  Annifanary  FeatiTal,  and  apeeifyi- 
ing  the  oaah  in  hand,  and  what  may  beeome  due  before 
the  next  'meeting,  that  the  Soeiety  may,  if  they  think 
proper^  take  order  for  the  diipoaition  thereof.    He  ahall 
enter  on  hie  booke  eaeh  earn  paid  by  bim  in  eonaequenoe 
of  the  reeommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managera,  the 
name  of  the  Preaident  or  Vice-Preaident  who  signed  the 
order*  and  the  name  of  the  peraon  to  whom  the  mpney 
weapaid. 

^'AhiiBlea  XIII  and  XIV  were  altered  by  vote  of  the 
Society  at  the  General  Meeting  on  the  30th  November, 
1841  y  to  the  effect,  that  the  taak  of  eollecting  all  moniee 
due  to  the  Society,  devolve  on  the  Treasurer  and  that 
the  Secretary  be  no  longer  charged  with  that  duty,  but 
ahali  forhish  the  Tifeuurer  on  the  Ist  April  hi  '^ach  year, 
with  a  complete  liat  of  the  Members  in  order  that  he  may 
send  for  thieir  aubioriptions ;  and  immediately  on  the 
election  of  any  new  Member,  the  Secretary  will  givii 
notice  of  the  same  to  tha  Treaaurer  in  writingi 

ARTICLE  XIV.

The  Secretary  ahall  have  the  cnatody  of  all  the  nec^ds 
and'joQmals>of'the  Society,,  and  shall  make  a  regular 
entt-y  of  all  the  proceedinge  af.each  meeting.  He  ahall 
keep  a  list  of  the  Members  of  the  Soeiety,  and  ai^

He  ehail  appoint  a  Mai* 
eenger  to  the  Society  for  delivering  notificationa  of  thtf 
time  and  place  of  meetingi,  and  a  aoitable  perion  far  col- 
lecting doM^  under  hit  direction.  He  ahall  tim  ha,Te 
the  cuitody  of  the  Seal  and  the  Badge  of  the  Society. 
In  the  abaence  of  the  Secretary,  the  dntiea  above  apacU 
fied  ihall  devolve  on  the  Aenitant  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  XV. 
Of  the  Death f  Re$ignation  or  Removal  of  Offieir$. 

In  oaae  of  the  death,  reaignation  or  removal  of  any  of 
the  Officers  during  the  year  for  which  they  were  elected, 
the  Society  shall  at  the  next  meeting,  choose  others  in 
their  room,  to  serve  for  the  remaining  part  of  the  year. 

ARTICLE  XVL 

Of  the  Standing  Committee,  "^! 

The  Chaplains,  the  Physicians,  the  Treasarer  ami  ttie 
Secretary,  together  with  four  other  Resident  Memberi  of 
the  Society,  not  being  Officers,  who  shall  be  appointed  In 
the  same  manner  as  the  Committee  of  Accounts  Jdere- 
after  mentioned,  shall  constitute  a  Standing  C6mmitiee 
whose  doty,  jointly  or  severally,  it  shall  be  to  pay  atten- 
tion to  Emigrants  from  Scotland,  to  enquire  into  tliCir 
treatment  during  the  passage,  making  report  jthereof  to 
the  Society,  and  into  their  Circumstances  and  views,^to 
^'assist  tW<iin  with  their  advice,  aind  to  recdinmlind  sdeh  of 
them  as  they  may  think  proper  to  the  Board  of  Mtaiiag^ 
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for  pacvoMirjr  rali«f.  They  tbtU  likewiie  emeote  flueh 
biMiiiWNi  M  mtj  from  time  to  time  be  eommitted  to  them 
by  any  kw  or  reeoWe  of  the  Society.  Tliey  ihtll  meet 
M  often  e«  the  neture  of  their  dntiee  may  require;  and 
iball  mak^  report  of  their  proceedinge  to  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  XYII. 

Qt  fUe  Ommittee  of  Aeewntt  and  the  Cbmmlllee  •/ 

InitalmenU 

A  Committee  of  AeeountBy  eontieting  of  fi?e  Mem- 
ben,  not  being  Offioere,  shall  be  appointed  annaally  at 
the  Preparatory  Meeting,  whoee  doty  it'ehall  be  to  aftiat  in 
malting  out  the  accoonte,  examine  the  bookt  and  aoconnte 
of  the  Treararer  and  Seoretaryi  and  to  make  report  to 
the  Society  on  St.  Andrew'i  Day  enening.  At  the  eame 
meeting  a  Committee  of  two  Members  shall  be  appoint, 
ed,  who  shall  on  the  Anniversary  Festival,  present  and 
jnstal  the  Officers  elected  for  the  ensuing  year.  These 
Committeee,  and  all  Special  Committeee  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  presiding  Officer,  and  appointed  by 
▼ote  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  XVIIL 

Of  the  Funde  of  the  SoeUty, 

The  Funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  improved  to  the 
best  advantage;  theiefoie,  if  at  any  time  there  shall  be 
more  money  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  than  the 
ezigenciee  of  the  poor  require,  the  eame  shall  be  loaned 
out  at  interest,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  as  may  be  deter* 
mined  on  by  the  Board  of  Managers  with  the  concur, 
rence  of  the  President  and  Vice-Presidents.  It  shall  not 
be  competent  for  any  Meeting  to  direct  the  disposition  or 
appropriation  of  any  part  of  the  Society's  Stock  pie* 
viously  loaned  out  or  vested  in  public  securities,  or  in 
real  property,  unices  the  Preeident  or  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents,  and  at  least  fifty  of  the  Resident  Membeia  be 
pieeent.
